O Edmonton native remains in Minneapolis hospital

A Canadian NCAA hockey player has 
regained feeling in his arms and legs after 
having his neck broken by a bodycheck 
over the weekend. 

University of Denver centre Jesse 
Martin remains in a Minneapolis hospital 
with three fractures to his C2 vertabrae. 
Doctors were expected to perform surgery 
on the Edmonton native within “24 to 48 
hours,” his father Terry Martin said late 
yesterday afternoon. 

“He’s progressing with movements in 
his legs and his arms,” said Terry Martin. 
“Feeling is returning back to his fingers 
and things. So those big ticket items are 
showing progress.” 

The 22-year-old was fitted with a halo 
brace to stabilize the head and neck. His 
father said he was heavily medicated. 

Martin was injured during a road game 
Saturday against rival University of North 
Dakota. He was carrying the puck with his 
head down slightly when Fighting Sioux 
forward Brad Malone hit him straight on 
with a hard check. 

The force of the hit knocked Martin un-

conscious. He was awoken by a trainer and 
taken from the ice on a stretcher. 

“When he regained consciousness, he 
had no movement in his arms or his legs,” 
said Teriy Martin. “Upon direction from 
the trainer, he couldn’t move. He tried and 
he tried and he couldn’t. There was 
definitely concern (he was paralyzed).” 

Malone was given a five-minute major 
for charging and a game misconduct. 

Martin was a seventh-round draft pick 
of the Atlanta Thrashers in 2006 and 
attended the NHL team’s prospect camp 
over the summer. 

Prior to attending Denver, he spent one 
season with Spruce Grove in the Albert 
Junior Hockey League and another with 
Tri-City in the USHL.

Tears welled up in Do¬ 
minique Baptiste’s eyes 
when Brad Pickford spoke 
about the Youth Emer¬ 
gency Shelter Society 
(YESS) yesterday. 

Baptiste was at the kick¬ 
off for Family Violence Pre¬ 
vention Month at West 
Edmonton Mall and she 
had a message for all youth 
who grew up with violence 
in their homes — to come 
forward and use the re¬ 
sources available to them.

Baptiste left her mom’s 
home when she was 16, try¬ 
ing to find a place where 
she could feel safe.

Like the first robin sighting 
of spring or the first snow¬ 
fall of October, the last left¬ 
over campaign sign after an 
election is a sign of the 
times in Edmonton.

U.S. President Barack 
Obama telephoned his 
congratulations to Dilma 
Rousseff. 

► Congratulations. The 
White House says Obama 
telephoned the 62-year- 
old Rousseff, who was 
jailed and tortured for 
three years in the early 
1970s for fighting against 
Brazil's dictatorship, to 
congratulate her on her 
victory. 

► During the call: Obama 
told Rousseff in his call 
yesterday that the U.S. and 
Brazil have an excellent 
working relationship and 
that he looks forward to 
meeting with her soon. 


Dilma Rousseff is dedicat¬ 
ing her victory as Brazil’s 
first female president to 
the nation’s women, say¬ 
ing it paves the way for 
their daughters to gain 
more power in govern¬ 
ment and business in Latin 
America’s largest econo¬ 
my. 

“I want to state my first 
commitment after the 
elections: To honour 

Brazil’s women so that to¬ 
day’s unprecedented result 
becomes a normal event,” 
said the 62-year-old Rouss¬ 
eff, a former cabinet chief 
and energy minister. “I 
would very much like that 
parents look into their 
daughters’ eyes and say, 
yes women can.” 

Rousseff is a career civil 
servant who has never 


held elected office, but she 
easily won Sunday’s presi¬ 
dential run-off election. 
That was thanks to the 
wholehearted backing of 
outgoing President Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva, who 
for decades has been a 
presence on Brazil’s politi¬ 
cal scene and will leave of¬ 
fice as its most popular 
leader. 

Now, the difficult part 
begins. Rousseff must 
make good on her cam¬ 
paign promises to contin¬ 
ue Silva’s programs that 
have led Brazil to new in¬ 
ternational economic and 
political heights. She ac¬ 
knowledged the challenge 
in her victoiy speech late 
Sunday after overcoming 
centrist rival Jose Serra by 
winning 56 per cent of the 


vote against his 44 per 
cent. 

“It’s a challenging and 
difficult task to succeed 
him, but I will know how 
to honour his legacy,” she 
said of Silva. “I will know 
how to advance and con¬ 
solidate his work.” 

This is exactly what her 
supporters and most of the 
base of the governing 
Workers Party expect. 

“Now we are certain 
that the country will con¬ 
tinue in the right direc¬ 
tion,” 26-year-old teacher 
Hobert dos Santos said 
while waving Rousseff 
campaign flags at a cele¬ 
bration on a main avenue 
in Sao Paulo. 

“Dilma will be able to 
continue working for the 
people.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Militants attack Iraq church, 58

Iraq’s dwindling Christian 
community was grieving 
and afraid yesterday after 
militants seized a Baghdad 
church during evening 
Mass, held the congrega¬ 
tion hostage and triggered 
a raid by Iraqi security 
forces. The bloodbath left 
at least 58 people killed 
and 78 wounded — nearly 
eveiyone inside. 

The attack, claimed by 
an al-Qaida-linlced organi¬ 
zation, was the deadliest 
ever recorded against 
Iraq’s Christians, whose 
numbers have plummeted 


since the 2003 U.S.-led in¬ 
vasion as the community 
has fled to other countries. 

Outside Our Lady of Sal¬ 
vation church, Raed Hadi 
leaned against the car car¬ 
rying his cousin’s coffin, 
waiting for the police to let 
him buiy him on church 
grounds. 

“It was a massacre in 
there and now they are 
cleaning it up,” he said yes¬ 
terday morning. “We 

Christians don’t have 

enough protection. 
What shall I do now? Leave 
and ask for asylum?” 



“Now they make a 
show,” said Jamal Jaju, who 
watched as Iraqi forces 
pushed back observers. 
“What can I say? I lost at 
least 20 friends in there.” 

Pope Benedict XVI de¬ 
nounced the assault as “fe¬ 
rocious” and called for 
renewed international ef¬ 
forts to broker peace in the 
region. 

Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Malilci also condemned the 
siege, saying it was an at¬ 
tempt to drive more Chris¬ 
tians out of the country.

An Ontario woman ac¬ 
cused of pretending to 
have terminal cancer and 
keeping thousands of dol¬ 
lars in donations for her¬ 
self is facing three new 
charges, her lawyer said 
yesterday. 

Ashley Kirilow of 
Burlington, Ont., now faces 
six counts of fraud under 
$5,000 — of which three 
are new charges — and 
one count of fraud over 
$5,000. 

Kirilow’s lawyer Bren¬ 
dan Neil said the new 
charges are all related to 
the same allegations and 
time period as the others. 


He couldn’t say for sure 
if they relate to new com¬ 
plainants, but conceded 
there “may be a new per¬ 
son’s name attached to it.” 

Police allege Kirilow, 23, 
faked cancer to raise mon¬ 
ey that she promised to 
give to charity, but kept 
the cash for herself. 

The charges are before 
the court today and Kirilow 
is expected to attend. 

Kirilow turned herself in 
to police on Aug. 6. The 
young woman’s $5,000 bail 
was granted without a de¬ 
posit, so no one had to pro¬ 
vide the money up front.

China kicked off a once-a- 
decade census yesterday, a 
whirlwind 10-day head 
count that sees six million 
census takers scrutinize 
apartment blocks, scour 
migrant areas and scan ru¬ 
ral villages to document 
massive demographic 
changes in the world’s 
most populous country. 

The 2000 tally put Chi¬ 
na’s official population at 
1.295 billion people, but 
missed migrant workers 
living in cities for less than 
six months. In the 10 years 
since, there has been an 
extensive shift in the pop¬ 
ulation base as tens of mil¬ 
lions of migrant workers 
have poured into urban ar¬ 
eas looking for work. 


It is the sixth time Chi¬ 
na has carried out a 
national census, but the 
first time it will count peo¬ 
ple where they live and 
not where their resident 
certificate, or hulcou, is 
legally registered. The 
change will better track 
the demographic changes 
and find the true size of 
China’s giant cities, the 
populations of which up to 


now have been only 
estimates. 

There have been no 
published predictions on 
how much China’s popula¬ 
tion has grown in the last 
decade, but if it grew by 
just one per cent per year, 
that would be an addition 
of 130 million people — or 
nearly half the population 
of the U.S. — in just 10

“There was another ver¬ 
sion and my wife read it 
and started crying,” the 
Brampton, Ont.-raised 
comic — who married Di¬

“I was like, ‘This was be¬ 
fore you,’ and she was like, 
‘Ya, but I didn’t need to see 
it, I didn’t need to know 
about it,’ and I’m like, ‘I’ll 
fix it.’ So we scaled it back 
and you’ve got the veiy ab¬ 
breviated version of it.” 

Peters says he also de¬ 
cided not to write about a 
couple of unsavoury char¬ 
acters he’s encountered.

“There’s a guy who’s a 
complete sociopath who’s 
obsessed with me — he’s 
threatening all kinds of 
stuff — and I won’t give 
him any ink. He doesn’t 
deserve it.” 

Still, Peters is candid in 
the book, opening up 
about his attention deficit 
disorder and being bullied 
as a child, expressing dis¬

He also writes that he 
received death threats 
over his “Toronto Maple 
Sikhs” joke that he no 
longer performs, and that 
he sold drugs for a brief pe¬ 
riod as a teen.

in February, has drawn 
hundreds of submissions, 
spawned a kids page and is 
on its way to becoming a 
book, scheduled to come 
out next year. 

But it began with much 
humbler ambitions, says 
co-founder Salli Swindell. 

“It was really just started 
out of pure, ‘This will be 
fun,’” she said. “I think it’s 
kind of stayed that way.”

and now runs an online 
design studio with Pa¬ 
davick. 

The first thought was to 
work with other artists to 
create a self-published 
book that could be given 
as gifts. But delays in get¬ 
ting some of the art turned 
to frustration. So instead 
the project turned into a 
blog. Then it started get¬ 
ting noticed. 

First, came a big follow¬ 
ing from people in Brazil. 
Then the blog caught the 
attention of illustrators in 
England. “Once you’re 
with those London illustra¬ 
tors, oh my gosh,” said 
Swindell. 

The original point of 
the blog was to provide a 
platform for illustrators to 
show off their chops, 
while showing off their, 


well, chops. But it also has 
generated an interesting 
conversation about food 
media — that food illustra¬ 
tions might engage people 
in a way that increasingly 
slick food photography 
may not. 

“I read a lot of food 
blogs — there’s just a 
sameness to the visuals,” 
said Janice Gregg of 
Philadelphia, who blogs 
about food, culture and 
technology.
